Urges Initial Appropriation of $5,000,- 


OOO to Imm ediately Erect Line of 


Defenses. 


W ashington. Jan. 13— P resident T aft 
sent to congress a special m essage 
urging the fortification of the Panam a 
canal. 
T he president recom m ends th a t an 
appropriation of $5,000,000, to start 
the work on the proposed defenses, be 
m ade at th e present session of con- 
grt'ss. 
T he president forwarded with the 
m essage the report of the special arm y 
and 
navy board, recom m ending the 
fortification of the canal. 
“The canal when com pleted,” says 
th e president in his message, “will af­ 
ford the only convenient route for wa­ 
ter com m unication between our Atlan­ 
tic and Pacific coasts, and virtually 
will be a p art of the coast line of the 
United States. 
Its assured possession 
and 
cont rid will 
contribute to our 
peace, safety and prosperity as a na­ 
tion. 
“In my ju dgm ent it Is the right and 
th e duty of th e United S tates to for­ 
tify and m ake capable of defense the 
work that will bear so vital a relation 
to its welfare and that is being created 
solely by It and at an expenditure of 
enorm ous sums. 
“I have authorized the submission 'o 
the secretary of the treasury of tile 
revised estim ate for the appropriation, 
referred to in the accom panying letter 
of the sci rotary of war, which esti­ 
m ate is less than the original estim ate 
by approxim ately one-third."

Cannot Refuse it Proper Ap­

H arrisburg 
Pa., Jan. 13.—Judge S. 
J. M. McCarrell, In the Dauphin coun­ 
ty court, decided that the dairy and 
foot! com m issioner must issue licenses 
for the sale of oleom argarine when the 
application is m ade in conform ity with 
law.

House Naval C om m ittee Reports the 
Bates Bill Favorably. 
W ashington, Jan. 13. — T he house 
com m ittee on naval affairs voted to 
report favorably the bill to extend the 
thanks of congress to Captain Robert 
E. P eary and to retire him with the 
rank of rear admiral. 
The bill to honor the explorer thus 
placed before the house was drafted 
by R epresentative A rthur L. Bates, of 
Pennsylvania, aud is one of several In­ 
troduced In congress to provide for 
national recognition of and rew ard for 
the discovery of the North Pole by 
Captain Peary.

Wheeling, W. Va., Jan. 13. — That 
Mrs. Laura Farnsw orth Schenk, being 
tried here on a charge of poisoning 
her wealthy husband, John O. Schenk, 
with intent to kill, did fully expect 
him to die and told the attending phy­ 
sician that she would be better satis­ 
fied if he would let him die Instead of 
trying to restore him to health, are 
strong points that have thus far been 
stored by the state. 
T h ^ state scored again when Miss 
Alma J. Evans, a nurse who attended 
Mr. Schenk during his Illness, testified 
that Mrs. Schenk had told her she did 
not love her husband, th a t he was too 
old and that she would prefer some 
young society blood. 
H erbert O. Baar, a pharm acist; Dr. 
Charles Glaser, expert chemist f the 
Johns Hopkins institute, of Baltimore, 
and Dr. F. L. Hupp also testified. 
Dr. Hupp was recalled to identity 
bottles of water, hyomel, quinin* and 
m altina 
cascara, 
which 
the 
state 
claims were adulterated with arsenic 
and acetate of lead by Mrs. Scio nk. 
Mr. Baer tetified to sealing the bottles 
and shipping them to the Johns Hop­ 
kins institute, and Dr. Glaser testified 
as to the analysis he made of the con­ 
tents. 
Du direct examination Miss Evans 
said she was called to the Schenk 
home to nurse Mr. Schenk on Oct. 15. 
1910. 
Two days after her arrival she 
said her suspicions were aroused by 
the violent vomiting spells that would 
visit Mr. Schenk alm ost immediat*iy 
after he would take a drink of the 
w ater provided for him. "Mr. Schenk,” 
said the witness, “complained about 
the peculiar taste of the water, and to 
satisfy him that it was all right I took 
a drink from the bottle. Half an bour 
later I vomited violently. Then I in­ 
formed Dr. Hupp of my suspicions and 
Mr. Schenk was removed to the North 
Wheeling hospital. 


Wife Feared Brother-inLaw. 


Questioned by the state. Miss Kvana 
said th at Mrs. Schenk seemed pos­ 
sessed with a fear that Dr. Schenk, a 
brother of her husband, was trying to 
do ber harm. “Once,” said Miss Kvans, 
“ Mrs. Schenk said to me: 
Mr. Schenk 
is seriously ill. Dr. Hupp tells rn** he is 
liable to drop dead at any time. Now 
as soon as you sec the breath is out 
of bim you go to his pants and get 
the ke>s to his safety deposit box. 
If 
you don't I am afraid Albert Schenk 
will get them and then he will c h e a t 
me out of my rights.* 
Mrs. Scbenk 
seemed certain that her husband was 
going to die.” 
The 
witness 
testified 
that 
Mrs. 
Schenk had told her about frequ* nt 
visits to fortune tellers, who told her 
Mr. Schenk was going to die. 
“What did Mrs. Sehenk say when 
you asked her lf sh** did not feel ter­ 
rible ov*-r what the fortune tellers 
told her?” asked Mr. Maudlin. 
“She said worse things could happen 
thai* his death.” replied the witness. 
"DW Mrs. Schenk ever tell you she 
did not love her husband?” queried 
Handian. 
“ Yes,” the witness answ ered; "she 
said she didn't love him because he 
was too old. She said she would pre­ 
fer to have some young society blood.” 
A rigid cross-examination did not 
shake the story told by Miss B ran s on 
direct examination. 


More Sensations Coming.

Schenks, is expected to testify that 
be heard Mrs. Schenk offer Miss Kline 
these bribes. 
Wilson is also e x a c te d 
to testify that Mrs. Schenk offered him 
a bribe* of $1000 to take Mr. Schenk 
out automobiling and run him over a 
steep hill In the machine in an effort 
to kill him. 
In court Mrs. Schenk appears not 
the least worried. She is apparently 
anticipating a verdict of acquittal with 
suprem e confidence.

Again Taken Up. 


Jan. 12.—Actuated by 
the delerm lnati in th a t those responsi­ 
ble for the execution of the Americans, 
Cannon and Groce, during the Nicara­ 
guan re vol ; ion, shall be 
prosecuted, 
the

departm ent asked Consul 
MoffaU, at Managua, for a report on 
the situation. 
T he d* piirtm ent's telegram of in­ 
quiry was based upon a pi ess d i s t i c h 
to the off* ct that the congress of Nica­ 
ragua had c ne hided that it had no 
power to prosecute form er President 
Z*da>a for offense 
charged against 
him following his retirem ent from of­ 
fice. 
President E strada has Issued a de­ 
cree granting general am nesty to all 
political offenders, which would permit 
the form er president to return to his 
native* country without danger of pros­ 
ecution on political charges. 
The view of the American govern­ 
ment, how* v<*r, it ie said at th*- state 
departm ent, is that the former presi­ 
dent should not be perm itted to re­ 
turn except under the cloud cif an in­ 
die tm ent for alleged crimes. T h K it is 
added, would be effective in keeping 
him out of Nicaragua, where the Unit­ 
ed States regards him as a menace to 
Hie peace of the country. 
Th** course ot the American govern­ 
ment was outlined by Secretary Knox 
in th** m atter <*t reparation for the 
killing of Groce and Cannon. The sec­ 
retary said that the government of the 
United States “would be loath to Im- 
lK***c upon th*- Innocent people of Nica­ 
ragua the too heavy burden of expiat­ 
ing the acts of a regim e forced upon 
them or to exact from a succeeding 
government, if it has quite different 
polit des, the imposition of such a bur­ 
den." 
The secretary explained that under

president might be disposed to have 
indemnity confined to what was rea­ 
sonably due the relatives of the de­ 
ceased.

Mabel 
Wagner, fifteen years old, and Minnie 
Mu lac, aced fifteen years, are known 
to have perished. Of the bodies recov­ 
ered loin are girls. Th** fifth is that of 
an unidentified man, supposedly a cus­ 
tomer. 
Attem pting to change meter* with­ 
out shutting off the gas at the * urb 
is held responsible for the trag dv, 
and Coroner Bell promises a thorough 
investigation toflx the responsibility. 
T hat any of the twenty five persons 
in the store escaped is regarded as 
miraculous. 
Within a few moments 
the entire two-story brick building was 
g mass of dames. W ithin fifteen min­ 
utes after the explosion the walls col­ 
lapsed. 
The presence of mind of Manager 
Poff in opening a side door enabled a 
dozen girls to scramble to points of 
safety. 
Bystanders 
rushed into the 
tniilding and dragged half a dozen oth­ 
ers to auf* ty. 
Minnie W agner was

rescuers w« re forced to abandon her 
to her fate when the dam es belched 
forth upon them. 
Fire appeared to start in all parts 
of the building, and within a few min­ 
utes Hie outer walls began to fall.

PROFIT IN BREEDING 
GOOD BIG HORSES. 


In breeding horses sound parents are 
necessary for the production of sound 
offspring. 
Soundness in one parent 
should not be trusted to eliminate un­ 
soundness In the other, says the Kan­ 
sas Farm er. 
One or both may have 
beauty of form, aud the resultant prog­ 
eny may likewise be beautiful, but 
m ere beauty is of little value unless 
associated w ith soundness and good 
w earing 
qualities. 
T hat “like pro­ 
duces like” is the well known law* in 
breeding. 
The use of unsound stal­ 
lions and mares in breeding opera­ 
tions. w hether for tho m arket or for 
farm 
stock, 
will 
produce unsound 
horses to ofter ou the m arket tor the 
small, discrim inating prices paid for 
such anim als or with the equally un­ 
satisfactory result of raising horses 
that are hardly worth their keep. 
An unsound stallion, no m atter how 
handsome in conformation, how w’oll 
be may lie bred or how many prizes 
hi* may have won, should be overlook­ 
ed positively by the owner of a good 
mare. Transm issible diseases in a stal­ 
lion will develop in the offspring. The 
stud requisites in the main are sound 
eyes, 
hearing 
and 
wind. 
Spavins, 
sidebones, 
ringbones, stringhalt, 
St. 
Vitus dance (chorea) anti contagious 
diseases must be religiously guarded 
against. 
A certificate of soundness 
signed by a qualified and reputable 
veterinarian would not be more than 
a reasonable demand from the breeder. 
This, however, is but one side of 
the m atter.
